POLES SHORT OF OFFICEBS 


Ruatlan Army Superior aa an Effec- 
tive Fighting Machine—Pojiati Offi- 


cer* Admit That thexFr*nch 


Saved the Day. 


Posen. Poland.—An official of the 


French military mission in Polund bus 
told the Associated Press correspon- 
dent Unit the- Polish aruiy would littve 
been conquered by the Bolshevik ar- 
lules of Uusslu If the French lind nut 
hupportetl the Poles. This, uotwltti- 
atuudlug the fiict Mint the Poies beat 
buck the Itusslun drive on Warsaw. 


Tlie French otlli/lul based his state- 


ment upon^lils belief that the Russian 
army was superior^to the Polish army 
as an effective ngiiting machine, with 
the exception of the German-trained 
troop* of Posen. 


The I'renchmno said he believed the 


Ituxslnn organization has been, and 
still is, underestimated and because of 
this tendency to belittle the Russian 
armlet the menace to Poland's exist- 
ence. If not to all western Europe, re- 
mains Imminent and real. 


RUM Army Not Rabble. 


The official said some Ittmslnn «nlt« 


were poorly equipped, but It was not 
true the army was "a barefoot rab- 
ble." 
He wns convinced the majoriry 


of the Russian divisions were "well-or- 
ganized units ef good fighting men, 
much better officered than the Poles." 


The Poles hud 35,000 officers, but 


only D.OOO of them ever went to the 
front, although they were sorely need- 
ed there, he said. There was evidence 
thnt certain Polish companies had 
fought wlthovt officers, he asserted, 
ted thnt during the retreat these were 
without commanders. 


An Amer^an artillery officer who 


had spent a year In Russia and had 
been under flre at the PoUsh front, 
told the correspondent be Imd Keen the 
Poles "plant their artillery to the most 
ridiculous places, on the exposed sides 
of bills nnU right In the open, when 
they rottld have readily concealed It 
and made it effective." 


A neutral aviator who had flown 


over the front noem! times when "nnt- 
tlns" were suld to l>u Irt progress, said 
»hat he saw of the fighting was "two 
armies keeping about three hour* 
apart, the Poles retreating when the 
Kusslnns advanced, and the Russians 
running wlii-n the Polos turned and ad- 
vanced."
